St. Augustine, Fla., February 15. 
President Wilson «vigorously and 
finality opposed any sugges- 
tio for the cancellation of the 
allied debt, at the Paris peace con- 
ference, and President-elect par- 
ding will take up the question, 
“free and untrammeled as air,” 
Thomas W. Lamont, New York 
banker and financial adviser at the 
conference, asserted Tuesday after 
his talk here with Harding. 
Lamont’s unqualified statement 
regarding President Wilson's re- 
gistance .to all allied suggestions 
for the ‘cancellation of the debts 
was taken here as an authoritative 
reply to reports from Washington 
that some kind of a commitment 


had been made. 


Lamont’s statement follows: 
Lamont’s Statement. 

“T found that President-elect Har- 
ding wished to ask me about cer- 
tain phases of the international 
financial situation which had come 
under my observation during my 
attendance at the peace conference 
at Paris. I found, too, that Mr. Har- 
ding has himself been giving seri- 
ous thought to the same situation; 
and I may say also this his view is 
both sane and reassuring. He be- 
gan by disclaiming any ability as a 
financier, but I must say that many 
of his suggestions were very prac- 
tical and showed the result of care- 
ful, cool and friendly analysis. 

“In my turn I was able to assure 
the president-elect that there is ab- 
solutely no truth in the statement 
being constantly repeated to the ef- 
fect that the allied indebtedness to 
the United States should in whole 
or in part be canceHed. It is only 
fair to say that from start to finish 
of the peace conference, Wilson and 
bis advisers, without exception, op- 
posed vigorously and finally any 
such suggestion of cancellation, To 
repeat, there was no commitment, 
express or implied, near or remote, 
moral or otherwise, as to the han- 
dling of the allies’ indebtedness to 
the United States. 

“Free As Air.” 

“T was 
Harding from my knowledge of 
what took place at the peace con- 
ference that as to his future policy 
in this whole matter, he is as free 
and untrammeled as the air,” 

The president-elect held a long 
conference with Will R. Hays, na- 
tional chairman, Tuesday, discuss- 
ing. he said, “everything that a 
president-elect would naturally dis- 
cuss with the head of the party or- 
ganization, from taxation to spoli- 


ation.” 
Colonel William Boyce Thompson 
of New York, was among Harding's 


callers. 

Replying to an invitation to make 
his summer home at Gloucester, 
Harding said that public’ business 
would undoubtedly keep him in 
Washington this summer, and that 
he would therefore be unable to 
accept. !

Cork Lord Mayor Says 
Deportation May Result 
in His Arrest by British 
Authorities. 


OPPORTUNITY GRANTED 
FOR FILING OF BRIEF 


Secretary of Labor Has 
Extended Time Limit 
for Departure, Presenta- 
tion Discloses. 


Washington, February 15.—Threat- 
ened by the department of labor 
with “wrrest and deportation, Donal 
J. O'Callaghan, lord mayor of Cork, 
appealed todg@y to the state depart- 
ment fora change of his status from 
that of “seaman” to political refu- 
gee, and for permission to remain in 
the United States indefinitely. 

In the petition presented by his 
attorneys, Judge Lawless and Mich- 
ael Doyle, O'Callaghan protested 
against his deportation “at this 
time to any place or point where he 
might be exposed to capture or 
molestation by the forces of the 
British government.” The lord may- 
or’s attorneys were received by 
both Secretary Colby and Under- 
secretary of State Davis, and were 
assured that no steps would be 
taken until opportuiity had been 
granted for the filing of a brief in 
O’Callaghan’s. behalf. 

Time Limit Extended. 

Presentation of the petition served 
to bring to light, for the first time, 
that the time allowed O’Callaghan 
to depart from the United States had 
been extended by Secretary of La- 
bor Wilson. Although both attor- 
neys for the lord mayor, and some 
officials of the labor department, 
have disclaimed knowledge of any 
agreement by which O'Callaghan 
should leave the United States by 
February 11, it was learned today 
that the expiration of the time limit 
was responsible for this last effort 
of O’Callaghan’s counsel to stay his 
departure. s

tary Wilson, the Cork mayor was 
threatened with arrest and de- 
portation by. Secretary Wilson, aé-

officials have said also that it was 
difficult to harmonize the many dif- 
ferent interpretations put upon the 
status of O’Callaghan by the labor 
department, and his counsel, includ- 
ing that of “stowaway,” “seaman” 
and finally “political refugee. 


GLAD SHE FAILED, 
SAYS YOUNG WIFE 
WHO TOOK POISON 


Mrs. C. G. Lawrence, 17 years old, 
of 278 East Fair street, was car- 
ried to the Grady hospital about 1 
o’clock Tuesday afternoon suffering 
from a large quantity of Ilysol, 
Which she took in a room of her 
home in an attempt to end her own 
life. 

Although fn a serious condition 
when she arrived at the hospital, 
quick work of the physicians soon 
had the poison out of her system 
and it was thought at a late hour 
Tuesday night that she would re- 
cover. Her mouth and throat are 
badly swollen from the burns of 
the. poison. 

Mrs. Lawrence told a Constitution 
reporter that she was feeling de- 
spondent and blue at the time she 
tried to commit suicide. She also 
stated that she was glad the doctors 
saved her life, and that she didn't 
think she would “ever be so foolish 
again.” 

Mrs. Lawrence’s husband is a soda 
dispenser in a downtown depart- 
ment store. They have been mar- 
ried one year, and both stated their 
married life, had been happy.

In Mayflower Case 
W as‘ Bootleg’ W hisky 


Washington, February 15.—Inves- 
tigation of an alleged plot to blow 
up the presidential yacht Mayflow- 
er continued tonight, but the in- 
vestors—secret service agents and 
Washington police-»were under- 
stood to have practically reached 
the conclusion that the supposed 
bomb was no more deadly than 
the average run of “bootleg” 
whisky. 

An enlisted man of the navy was 
still held in custody at the navy 
yard, but the belief seemed to be 
prevalent at ‘police headquarters 
that some charge involving an at- 
tempt to get liquor aboard the May- 
flower would be preferred against 
him rather than charges that he 
had conspired to blow up the presi- 
dential yacht. — 

The man under arrest, whose 
name was withheld, was said to 
have told a boatswain’s mate on 
the Mayflower that it would mean 
money for him if he happened to 
be on duty at a certain hour and 
permit a “friend” to take a pack- 
age aboard the craft. The boat- 
swain’s ate reported the matter 
to Captain Holmes, commanding the 
yacht, and the man was arrested. 
Inability of the secret service agents 
to find the “bomb” has hampered 
them in their investigation. 


COCA-COLA HEAD 
DEFENDS COMPANY 


No Basis for Charges of 
“Bad Faith, Fraud, Spec- 
ulation” and the Like, 
Says Candler. 


Following the announcement that 
the parent bottlers had filed injunc- 
tion proceedings against the $30,- 
000,000 Coca-Cola company of Dela- 
ware, charging deception with ref- 
erence to the prices charged by the 
company for, the manufactured 
syrup, Charles H. Candler, of At- 
lanta, president of the Coca-Cola 
company, gave out a statement 
Tuesday, in which he emphatically 
denied that there is any basis for 
charges of “bad faith, fraud, specu- 
lation and the like,” with reference 
to the dealings of the manufactur- 
ing company and the bottlers. 

Mr. Candiler’s statement was 
made in reply to charges made by 
the parent bottlers who, in amend- 
ing the original suit that has been 
pending in federal courts for come 
time. over validity of contracts al- 


leged that the Cé&-Cola company | 


had manipulated figures relating to 
sugar use@ in making the syrup 


“duplicity and deception” an “ex- 
cessive and exorbitant” price had 
been agreed upon between the par- 
ties. The papers were filed before 
Judge Hugh M. Morris, of the Unit- 
ed States district court of Wilming- 
ton, Del., who was asked to re- 
strain the manufacturing company 
from declining to ship ~or deliver 
syrup to the complainants because 
of refusal to pay the “excessive and 
exorbitant” prices asked. The court 
was also requested to investigate in 
detail the vost of the syrup. Judge 
Morris set the hearing of the case 
for Monday, February 22, at Wil- 
mington, 
Candler’s Statement. 

Mr. Candler, in addition to deny-? 
ing that there had been any decep- 
tion or fraud practiced by his com- 


pany with reference to the cost of 
the coca-cola syrup, stated that his 
company had itself had under con- 
sideration a petition praying the 
court to determine the exact cost 
of the syrup. Mr. Candler’s state- 
ment, which was given out from 
a. offige in Atlanta, follows in 
ull: 

“The Coca-Cola company, up to 
the present moment, has not been 
served with a copy of the supple- 
mental bill filed by the bettling com- 
panies in the district court of Dela- 
ware, and has only been able to see 
newspaper accounts thereof. 

“ft will suffice at the present time 
to simply say that all charges of 
bad faith, fraud, speculatio d the 
like, are specifically and e tic- 
ally denied. This company has used 
its best endeavors te comply with 
the court order passed in June, 1920, 
in regard to the cost price of coca- 
cola syrup. In this connection it is 
well to add that inasmuch as the 
bottling companies have failed to pay 
the full cost price thereof, that this 
company has had under considera- 
tion a petition to the honorable dis- 
trict court of Delaware asking that 
the order be construed, and that 
the exact cost price thereof be de- 
termined. This company, however, 
did not think it advisable, while ne- 
gotiations were pending, to file such 
petition, and it was hardly rye 
possible that the bottlers could, with 
propriety, file such a peti- 
tion under such circumstances. 
and while their own auditor was in 
the offices of the Coca-Cola compa- 
ny for the ostensible purpose of de- 
tcrminin~ these costs.

RENEWED ARGUMENT 
ON JURISDICTION 


Case Completed. Before 
Board With Afternoon 
Session — No Indication 
When Decision Will Be 
Made. 


Chicago, February 15.—The United 
States railroad labor board today 
the Atlanta, 
Birmingham and Atlantic railroad’s 
plea for permission to reduce wages. 
The case produced a wider variety 
of evidence and is said by railroad 
men to be of greater importance 
than any other single line dispute 
yet brought before the board. 

The argument hinged on whether 
the board had jurisdiction over the 
road’s financia] status which fur- 
nished the railroad’s principal 
reason for wanting to reduce wages. 
It declared that a reduction of 
wages was made imperative be- 
cause the road faced a monthly de- 
ficit of $100,000. 

The closing arguments of the aft- 
érnoon completed the case which 
will be considered by the board in 
executive session. No indication was 
given of when a decision will be 
rendered. 

Summed up by Colonel B. L. Bugg, 
president of the road, the road’s pe- 
tition was: 

Bugg Sums Up. 

“Is the board going to deregard 
conditions of traffic? Is the board 
to fix rates regardless of the rail- 
road’s earning power? I the board 
can fix wages without regard to 
other conditions tham:the claims of 
the employees, then !t is just as 
well that we have no representation 
here.” 

For the employees, W. S. Carter, 
pr@sident of the Brotherhood of Lo- 
an enginemen 
stated his case thus: 

“Tt has never before been sug- 
gested that wages be made to de- 
pend on the financial condition of 
a road. We are-willing to make..4. 
test case before the courts on the 
constitutionality of the transporta- 
tion act. If the sontention of -the 

». B. & A. stands, then, on the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western, 
which is able to pay twice as much, 
we will come in.tomorrow with a 
request for an increase in wages.” 

Answers Arguments. 

Representatives of the A., B. & A. 
were on the stand most of the day. 
Colonel Bugg answered many points

A chart showing earnings and op- 
erating expenses from 1915 to 1920 
was presented to show that since 
1918 operating expenses have con- 
siderably exceeded gross earnings. 

Wide Variation. 

During the first three years of 
the period the two graphs ran side 
by s‘de, but .when the road was 
taken under federal ¢ontrol a wide 
difference was shown between the 
higher expense line and the gross 
earnings. 

Comparative figures for Decem- 
ber, 1917, the present rates, and 
the proposed rates under the re- 
ducti@ga, asked by the road fvrnied 
the basis for showing how the pro- 
posed wage reduction would bring 
expenses down to the level of rev- 
¢nues. The road is asking that 
Wages be cut by one-half of the 
increases granted since December 
31, 191%. On that date, section la- 
borers were paid 12% to 15 cents. 
They now receive 36% cents an 
hour and under the road’s. proposed 
schedule would receive 24 certs. 

Carpenters who received 34% to 
40%c in 1917 now get 65 and 90c 
and under the road’s dule would 
wet 60 to 65%c. Throtgh freight 
engineers, paid $5.40 a day in 1917, 
would get $6.54 under the readjust- 
ment from the present.scale of $7.68 
a day. 

Conductors would receive $5.27 a 
day in place of the present wage of 
$6.44; in 1947 they received $4.19. 

Passenger engineers received $4.25 
a day in 1917, receive $6.48 at pres- 


ent and would get $5.36% under 
the road’s pecpess:.

$450,000 on coal sales.

NECROES ARE TOLD: 
OF BIG BOND ISSUE 


~Mayor Key, and They 
Are Promised Fair Play 
and Justice. 


Although withholding forma! in- 
dorsement of the $8,850,000 bond is- 
sue, more than 500 negroes at a 
mass meeting Tuesday night in Big 
Bethel church voiced such unmie- 
takable confidence in Mayor James 
Key as practically to assure their 
support for the measure. In addi- 
tion, Mayor Key, Mrs. Samuel Lump- 
kin and Frank M. Inman, chairman 
of the campaign committee working 
for the bond issue, addressed the 
meeting. 

A resolution was unanimously 
adopted indorsing the bond issue, 
on the understanding that the may- 
or and city council, through the 
campaign committee, had pledged 
$1,500,000 of the $4,000,000 set aside 
for schol construction and improve- 
ment, for the betterment of the ne- 
gro feature of the public school sys- 
tem. When Mr. Inman stated this 
was an error, as no promise had 
been or would be made to devote 
a certain sum for such a purpose. 
the resolution was dropped, though 
it was not rescinded. The demand 
among the negroes for a high schoo! 
was unmistakable. 

In his address, Mayor Key dwelt 
on his record of fair play for the 
negroes, and was accorded a splen- 
did show of confidence, although 
some uneasiness about his ability 
to carry out his intentions was ex- 
pressed. 

“There will fair 
play in spending this money,” said 
the mayor. “I want this city to be 
all that a city should be, and I 
want it to be fair and just to all 
its citizens. Only one. thing can 
stand between Atlanta and doing 
justice to all her people, and that 
is you negroes, if you fall for the 
propaganda and pot boiling of the 
kickers.” . 

Mrs. Lumpkin appealed particu- 
larly to the women present. She 
emphasized the improvemegts which 
the bond issue will bring, and 
sketched the conditions existing if 
the bond issue should fail. 

“The penitentiaries are filled be- 
cause of ignorance,” she said. “You 
should vote forethe bonds for the 
sake of your children. Women have 
an opportunity to prove to Atlanta 
that we can be thoughtful citizens, 
using judgment without! prejudice, 
and doing what we think best for 
our children, who are to be the 
white and colored citizens of tomor- 
row.”

The report of the board of direc-| 


tors of the Kiwanis club, recom- 
mending that the city postpone ac- 
tion on the proposed bond issue, 
which the club rejected by a vote 
of 50 to 44, after an four of spir- 
ited debate, was as follows: * 
To the Members cf the Kiwanis Club: 

“Upon the question of approving the ap- 
roaching bond issue, your board of directurs 

to report as follows: 

Sear president, desiring information as 
to how and by whom the bond money would 
be expended, wrote a letter to the mayor of 
the city of Atlanta, and received from him 
a very frank rephy, and copies of these i:t- 
ters are attached as a rt of this report. 

From this correspondernre it is quite plain 
that all the bond money, except that ap- 
propriated to schools, will be spent at the 
will of the mayor and council, just as that 
body pleases. 

That part of the bond money appropriat- 
ed for schools will be spent just as the 
board of education pleases, free from any su- 
pervision or control of the bond commission 
or even the mayor and council. 

It is equally clear that the bond commis- 
sion, which has been appointed by the may- 
or, will have absolutely no authority or con- 
tro} over any of the bond money. That com. 
mission can, as can any other body, phys- 
ically plead and advise with the mayor and 
council, or with the board of education, but 
their advice may or may not be taken, just 
as it may please the mayor and council or 
the board of education. 

The practical] question, therefore, is: 
Would it be wise for the city of Atlanta 
to make a debt of $4,000,000, to be ex- 
pended by the present board of education 
yrithout control or supervision; and without 
‘ony specific knowledge of how or when it 
is to be spent, and a further debt of $4,500,- 
600 to be spent by the mayor and council 
with the same lack of specific knowledge? 


Does Not Seem Wise. 


Such a course does not seem wise 
ate board, The persistent demand for a 

nd commission grows out of the public 
feeling that so large a sum of money ought 
to be spent by a body of men fitted by 
character and experience for so important 
an ~ + arenas as the expenditure of $8,- 
F) ’ . 
The commission, as now’ appointed, will 
not meet that demand. It will have no 
real control over such expenditures. It can 
advise, but such advice can be, and in all 
probability wiil be, often ignored. Indeed, 
it is a little difficult to believg that the 
mayor and council and the boar? ef educa- 
tion will turn over, without legislative an- 
thority, the performance of their duties to 
any y of men, no matter how able. We 
heve every confidence in the personnel of 
the present commission as appointed, but 
they possess absolutely no authority and 
have no legal standing, 

It seeme to your board that {ft would be 
wise to let this bond issue wait until the 
coming legislature could provide, by a 
change of charter, for a real bond commis- 
sion (and not a mere advisory body) whose 
duty it would be to spend the bond money. 

The legislature meets in June, and at tiat 
time could amend the city charter so as to 
provide for a real, and not a figurehead, 
bond commission. 

In addition it seems to your committee 
that the question as to how many bonds 
should be, issued, and just what use should 
be made of the money should be more care- 
fully and accurately considered than has 
been done. 


‘People Ought to Know.”’ 


It may be that the schools are in such 
reed as would justify mortgaging the city 
for $4,000,000. But that fact ought to he 
seen clearly and accurately. The people 
ought to know how that money is to be 
spent; what schools are to be built, and at 
what cost; in other words, it seems to 
your board that it ought first to be deter- 
mined just what is needed to be done, and 
then determine its cost, instead of first de- 
termining how much money can be raised 
by mortgage and then to find a way to 
epend it. 

Your board makes the same criticism as 
to the balance of the nd_ issue.

Washington, February 15.—The 
senate made real progress in its 
consideration of the Fordney emer- 
gency tariff bill today and when 
the eight-hour session ended, it had 
taken up and adopted four of the 
nine remaining amendments, which 
had been recommended by its fi- 
nance committee. 

At the close of the day’s work, 
Senator McCumber, republican, 
North Dakota, in charge of the Dill, 
said prospects were good for a vote 
tomorrow. A vote tonight had been 
the object of supporters of the bill, 
but they were thwarted by a series 
of speeches, some extremely heated, 
Which delayed action on amend- 
ments. 

After it became apparent that 
final action on the bill could not be 
had tonight, Mr. McCumber sought 
to conclude consideration of all 
committee amendments. This plan, 
likewise, suffered defeat. 

Among the amendments accepted 
by the senate was the substitute 
Sugar schedule proposed by Sena- 
tor Smoot, republican, Utah, for 
that agreed upon by the committee. 
The Smoot amendment would place 
the tariff at one cent per pound in 
addition to the present duty of the 
same amount while the committee 
amendment to the house bill would 
have added approximately three 
cents a pound to the present rate. 

The other amendments adopted by 
the senate would provide rates as 
follows: Butter and butter substi- 
tutes, 8 cents per pound; cheese and 
cheese substitutes, 23 per cent ad 
valorem; fresh milk, 2 cents per 
— and cream 5 cents per gal- 
on. 

Senator Thomas, democrat, Col- 
orado, alone voted against the 
Smoot sugar duty, while sixty-seven 
votes were recorded for it. In join- 
ing with the supporte’s of the bill 
to put over the sugar amendment, 
democratic opponents of the meas- 
ure claimed to have won a point 
which, it was gaid, will eventually 
cause trouble for the measure’s 
proponents. The near unanimous 
vote, it was declared, will force 
members of the senate conference 
committee to hold out to the end 
against house conferees when the 
bill goes to conference. The house 
refused on three occasions to add 
sugar to the commodities for which 
protection was afforded and leaders 
said there was no reason to expect 
a changed sentiment.

THE CHURCH AND BONDS. 

Action by the congregation Aha- 
vath-Achim in behalf of the pro- 
posed $8,850,000 municipal im- 
provement bond issue is not only 
in itself gratifying in that this is 
the largest orthodox Jewish con- 
gregation in Atlanta, but it is 
highly significant as denoting the 
sentiment of the Jewish people to- 
ward movements in general that 
have the enhancement of the public 
welfare as their objective. 

The matter of endorsement or 
repudiation of the bonding propo- 
sal was placed before the congre- 
gation in the form of a set of 
resolutions drafted by a commit- 
tee consisting of three leaders of 
Jewish thought in the city Messrs. 
Morris Litchtenstein, I. J. Paradies 
and J. H. Goldstein. 

And, according to Mr. Lichten- 
stein, the chairman, they “were 
adopted unanimously, and _ the 
members present were very en- 
thusiastic about this bond issue, 
and promised ‘thefr sapport to do 
all they can to further this cause, 
which should be so near and dear 
to every Atiantan.” 

The resolutions set forth that 
Atlanta’s “school buildings, espe- 
cially the high schools, are a dis- 
grace to our city;” that the water 
works and other necessary public 
facilities are badly in need of ex- 
pansion and improvements, and 
that “these improvements cannot 
be accomplished without a bond 
issue.” sf 

Therefore, it was resolved that— 

“The members of the congregation 
Ahavath-Achim, who have the wel- 
fare of our beloved city at heart, 
do hereby indorse the bond issue 
and urge each and every member of 
our congregation not only to regis- 
ter and vote for the bonds, but to 
use every effort to induce others 
to do likewise.” 

The congregation also explicitly 
expressed ‘“‘our confidence in the 
ladies and: gentlemen who were 
appointed by Mayor James L. Key 
to serve as the bond commission.” 

Several days ago the congrega- 
tion of the Baptist tabernacle, by 
a rising vote, pledged its unquali- 
fied approva] of the bonding pro- 
posal, when more than 2,500 men 
and women stood in favor of the 
bonds, only a negligible few re- 
maining seated. 

Subsequently the Atlanta Minis- 
terial association and the Baptist 
Ministerial council each, by reso- 
lution, went on record as approv- 
ing and commending the proposed 
bond issue. 

It is altogether appropriate that 
the religious sentiment of the com- 
munity should commit itself to 
support this all-important meas- 
ure; for the success of the bond- 
ing proposal will necessarily re- 
sult in vastly improvéd civic con- 
ditions, in which the church is not 
only interested, but upon which 
its power for usefulness, if not its 
very existence, largely depends.

Above 68 de- 
grees F. of artificial heat it is prac- 
tically impossible to keep sufficient 
moisture in the air; the ex¢essive 
dryness of overheated air  con- 
tributes much toward the chilliness 
or sensitiveness to cold felt by vic- 
tims of the coddling habit.

SCIENTISTS ASKED 
TO URGE DEFEAT | 
OF CAPPER BILLS 


Walter B. Bedard, of the Chris- 
tian Science committee on publica- 


tion for Georgia, has addressed a 
circular letter to all Christian Sci- 
entists in the state suggesting that 
now is a favorable time for mem- 
bers of.that faith to register pro-, 
tests to senators and representatives 
on the Capper physical education 
bills, which are pending before the 
committee on education of the sen- 
ate and house. : ; 

“The Capper-House ‘bills provide 
for the promotion of physical edu- 
cation,” the letter states. 

“By means of appropriations from 
the national government to the state 
governments, these bills would in- 
directly impose upon the states an 
elaborate and compulsory system 
of state medicine. These bills would 
require a comprehensive course of 

hysical training, periodical phys- 
cal examination, correction of pos- 
tural and other remedial defects, 
health supervision of schools and 
school children, practical instruction 
in the care of the body and in the 
principles of health, and hygienic 
school life, under the supervision 
of medical examiners and school 
nurses. 

“These are restrictions by public 
authority and every one, whether a 
Christian Scientist or not, believing 
in medical freedom (that is, the 
right for individuals to select the 
class of treatment desired for cure 
of and protection from disease)

JURY. MUST RENDER 
VERDICTON NATURE 
OF DOCTOR’S DEATH 


A jury must decide as to whether 
or not death caused from infection 
to a doctor attending a patient is 
accidental, the state supreme court 
ruled in a decision handed down 
yesterday in which the decision of 
the court of appeals was reversed. 

Dr. William J. Bell died from 
erysipelas, alleged to have béen con- 
tracted while attending a patient 
suffering with this disease in May, 
1916.. James B. Bell, administrator 
of the doctor’s estate, entered suit 
against the State Life Insurance 
Company of Indianapelis under a 
double-indemnity claus& of an ac- 
cident policy carried by ithe doctor.

‘penses Which Many Tax 
Payers Fail to Include 
in Their Returns. 


An interesting review of the in- 
come tax law, in all its ramifica- 
tions, was gtven by Joel Hunter, 
certified accountant, to the Atlanta 
Rotarians at their regular luncheon 
Tuesday, at which the members of 
thé club had as their guests a com- 
petitor. The luncheon was held at 
the Capital City club and was large- 
ly: attended, 

Another interesting feature of the 
session was the talk given the club 
by Sam Finlay, Rotarian of Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn., whose address con- 
cerned itself with “Rotary Ideals.” 
Attractive music was also a part 
of the program, rendered by the Ma- 
sonic quartet, a well-known group 
of Atlanta singers. 

Mr. Hunter’s address took up in 
detail and explained in simple terms 
the various angles from which the

general instructions, we are told 
that in the case of husband and 
wife whose combined net income ex- 
ceeds $5,000, separate returns must 
be filed on form 1040 showing the 
respective amounts of ineome I 
have reason to believe that there 
is a mistake in these instructions 
because under date of February 3, 
1921, the commissioner of internal 
revenue wrote in answer to a ques- 
tion, that there is no provision in 
the law preventing a husband and 
wife from making a joint return. 

“An Interesting case of this kind 
came up recently when a husband 
with a very large income normally, 
but who for the year 1920 had taken 
large losses in the sales of securi- 
ties, found that the net result of 
the year’s transactions showed a 
net loss for him of about $14,000. 
His wife showed net income of $12,- 
000. If they had made separate re- 
furns she would have had to pay 
a tax of about $830, and he would 
have had no tax to pay. By mak- 
ing joint returns and showing a 
net family loss of $2,000, they of 
course had no tax to pay. 


Husband and Wife. 


“T would advise any taxpayer who 
had a wife or husband with sepa- 
rate incomes to make up thelr tax 
returns first separately and then 
jointly, as we have been informed 
by the commissioner that there is 
no provision in the law to prevent 
a husband and wife from making 
a joint return. ’ 

“Another rather interesting point 
relates to the basis on which depre- 
ciation, obsolescence, etg, may be 
computed. An Atlan man who 
owns three large apaktment houses 
built in 1912, at an unusually low 
cost had been calculat)ng the de- 
preciation deduction of this cost. 
In February, 1913, he \eceived an 
offer for this property\ of nearly 
double what it cost him to build 
plus thé value of the land. Depre- 
ciation may be based upon the fair 
market value as at March 1, 1913, 
which, in this case, was nearly dou- 
bleg what it would have been if It 
had been based upon cost. In this 
case the cost of the building was 
$108,000. The market value of the 
building at March 1, 1913, was clear- 
ly shown to be $180,000. By com- 
puting the depreciation on the mar- 
ket value at 3 per cent he was thus 
enabled to charge out $2,160 more 
of deductable expenses than he 
would have done if he had taken 
the cost of the buildings as the 
base. This incident is interesting 
not only because of the saving in 
tax to be paid at a time when taxes 
seem high, but is a sidelight on the 
view of the government between 
cost and market. 

“The same principle applies In the 
case of the value of securities ex- 
cept of course that no depreciation 
may be claimed on securities. But 
if you gad $10,000 of railway stock 
which cost $8,500 in 1912, but which 
had bought General Motor stock and 
of $12,000 and you sold them in 1920 
for. $11,000 no taxable profit would 
arise from this transaction. If you 
had bought General Motor stock and 
had been closed out at a loss of 
$1,500, this loss is a deductable ex- 
pense against or from your other in- 
come,

Great Loss-Taking Year. 
“Tt ts generally understood that 
the year 1920 will go down in 
financial] history as the great loss- 
taking year, both for individuals 
and corporations, and if the gov- 
ernment loses its case, all individ- 
uals who take losses from the sale 
of securitles in 1920 will eventually 
have to pay a tax on their total 
income with such losses canceled 
out. It is not considered probable, 
though, that the supreme court will 
sustain such a decision. Meanwhile, 
it is safer to pay on gains on stock 
and bond sales and deduct stock and 
bond losses as well ag losses on all 
properties not used for pleasure pur- 
poses and not compensated for by 
insurance or otherwise. 

“If any individual has an auto, 
used partly for business purposes, 
the cost of upkeep, depreciation and 
maintenance may be divided pro- 
portionately and charged off ae- 
cordingly.

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TYPHUS SCOURGE 


Third Death Reported 
From Disease — Inspec- 
tion of All Immigrants 
Rigidly Enforced. 


New York, February 15.—A third 
death from typhus, reported to city 
health department officials today, 
coused increased efforts on the part 
ot both city and state authorities 
to prevent spread of the disease, 
brought here by immigrants from 
infected regions of Europe. 

While Health Commissioner Cope- 
land enlarged his: force to insure 
inspection of all immigrants arriv- 
ing here, either on boats directly 
from Europe or by steamships or 
trains from other American: ports, 
Dr. Leland E. Cofer, health officer 
of the port of. New York, hastened 
his plans for delousing and cleans- 
ing all arriving immigrants. At 
the samo time Commissioner of Im- 
migration Wallis went to Washing- 
ten for a conference with labor de- 
partment officials. 

At the port quarantine station 
preparations were made to turn it 
over to federal control by the state 
officials in charge. The change, it 
was said, would make available a 
larger staff of physicians and in- 
spectors. in this connection, state 
health officials denied reports that 
a twelve-day detention period on 
incoming ships had been ordered. 

Dr. Copeland today notified rafi- 
road officials at Boston and other 
ports to inform him when immi- 
grants who disembark at those 
points prepare to start for New 
York in order that inspectors may 
meet them here and examine them. 

Ellis Island, maintained under ju- 
risdiction of the United ‘States im- 
migration service, is not responsi- 
blo for the determination and quar- 
antine of ships carrying contagious 
diseases, or the cleansing of ver- 
min-infested passengers and bag- 
gage, Superintendent P. A. Baker, of 
Ellis Island, explained today.

Enough is known of the progress 
that the Slemp committee is mak- 
ing to state authoritatively that 
this will be the final recommenda- 
tion, earnestly urged as it appears 
to be, by leading white republicans 
of the south who are anxious to 
build up a white republican party in 
that section not with the idea, how- 
ever, of eliminating the negro from 
his natural political harbor, but 
solely to control the present ad- 
vantage that “noses and noises” 
give to an irresponsible element 
among them at republican party 
conventions, making participation 
repulsive to a great many white re, 
publicans. it is stated that a large 
rnumber of the better class of ne- 
groes are in favor of this. ; 

To Direct Patronage. 

Another matter that will be 
strongly urged before the national 
committee will be a systematic 
method of fixing the state respon- 
sibilities for the patronage that is 
to be dealt out in cértain south- 
tain states. The plan that. will be 
most vigorously urged will be the 
selection of one, or possibly a com- 
mittee of three outstanding, consist- 
ent, orthodox republican white cit- 
izens in Georgia, South Carolina, 
Florida, Alabama, Arkansas and 
Mississippi as patronage dispensers, 
respectively, this one individual in 
each state named, or the members 
of these committees in the states 
named, not to be office-seekers, or 
the partners or associates of office- 
seekers, and their recommendations 
to be passed upon by the cabinet 
heads and by the president in the 
regular order of things. This list 
has been restricted to the states 
named, it is said, because in Tén- 
nessee, Kentucky, Oklahoma, North 
Carolina and Virginia the republic- 
an organizations are considered to 
be already so normally white and 
regular, with strong white organi- 
zations already functioning, that 
the patronage distributions, respec- 
tively, will be recommended by re- 
sponse functioning heads, the 
“lillies” and the “tans” apparently 
not being at each other's throats 
in those ‘states.

In all, nearly every ocean steam- 
ship company was represented, and 
the members of the conference 
spoke in behalf of most of the 
ocean-going tonnage of the world.

The conference was called to 
deal with the situation created 
when railroad rates were unequally 
raised in different parts of the 
country. This immediately reflect- 
ed on the export trade of various 
ports, and the present conference is 
working out a rate schedule to 
equalize conditions again.

Walker Trophy to Boom Golf

nternational Rivalry Assured 


The donation of the Walker inter- 
nationa] golfing trophy and the an- 


nouncement by George H. Walker,of 
St. Louis, of the conditions under 
which it is to be striven for, is de- 
cidedly the most forward step in 
cementing relations between golf- 
ers the world over that the ancient 
Scottish pastime has known: 

Mr. Walker has evidently had the 
very best golfing advice in arrang- 
ing the details of his comeptition 
and if his rules are lived up to—and 
they assuredly will be—the world 
pany 4 year will be assured of a clash 
between the cream of golfers of ev- 
ery nation where the game is known. 

The championship tournament wil! 
be open to each and every nation 
which has a recognized self-govern- 
ing body, and for the purpose of 
challenging and competition the va- 
rious colonies of Great Britain will 
be considered as separate nations. 
Thus Canada, South Africa, Austra- 
lasia, India and the British isles 
must enter Individual teams, as is 
the case in the Davis cup matches. 

The regulations provide that after 
the initial tournament for the inter- 
national team golf championship, to 
be held at the national golf links 
of America an Long Island during 
the first week of September, all] pre- 
liminary and challenge rounds shall 
b& held in the country holding the 
cup and to be known as the “cham- 
pion nation.” 

Elimination in Matches, 


In the preliminary rounds the va- 
rious challenging nations will play 
elimination matches at thirty-six 
holes, in which. 1 point will be 
awarded.to the winner of the first 
eighteen holes; 1 point to the winner 
of the second eighteen holes and 2 
points to the winner of the match. 
The nation scoring the greatest 
number of points under these con- 
ditions shall be considered the chal- 
lenging nation and shall meet the 
pe ot Bagg nation in the cham- 
pionship round. 

In this-final contest the teams 
of the two competing nations will 
meet; first, in a foursome contest; 
second, in four ball matches and 
complete the tournament with sin- 
gle matches, in which each indi- 
vidual player of the challenging 
nation shall meet in turn each com- 
petitor of the defending nation.

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Break in Stock Deadlock | 
Almost Recorded Tuesday

_ New York, February 15.—In the activity in the stock’ market that 

| developed trem noon on yesterday, with prices advancing, the average 
“price of twenty industrial shares got up to 76.41, which was only a 
- very small fraction below the high price for the year, and it was pre- 
4 dicted that today’ the market would get out of the groove it has been 

' moving in since January 5, between a high of 77 in round numbers and 

| low of 74. If a new top for the year had been made today it would 

have been accepted by many as an unmistakable sign that the deadlock 

» had been broken, and that the market was headed upward. But after 
' & firm opening and some further advances,-under the leadership of 
_ Reading, wnich made a new low record for the year, the market sold 

off, thus disappointing the chart readers. 

By far the most important news development of the day was a 
further sharp advance in foreign erchange, sterling leading with a: 
recovery to the highest level touched since last July, when the price 
was dropping from its high for the year of $4.06 on April 10 to $3.33 
the middle of November. This decline was due to conditions in the 
money market. That intense strain has passed. But the real factor in 
the recovery in exchange is that foreigners are now buying less mer- 
chandise and raw materials here. Still another factor is the headway 
that is being made in long term financing of exports, either by direct 
loans to foreign countries or through the privately financed foreign 
trade corporations. With more of these long term credits, established 
here for the purchase of goods, the selling pressure of foreign bills 
will be removed and sterling, for example, should in the very near 
future get back to and beyond last year’s high price of $4.06. 

Baldwin Report. 


2 In conection with this financing of foreign trade, Wall street 
heard today that the Baldwin Locomotive report as of December 31, 
_ 1920, to be made public, probably tomorrow, will show that payment 
for locomotives shipped abroad last year was taken largely in notes 
of foreign countries. According to today’s gossip, last year’s gross 
sales amounted to practically the same as for 1919. That is, $84,000,000, 
of which some $74,000,000 was in cash and the balance in foreign notes. 

Another interesting piece of gossip had it that a special meeting 
of the Gaston, Williams & Wigmore Co. would be held on February 26 
to consider ways of raising working capital, and that an assessment 
might be levied of from $8 to $10. This is the pet import and export 
company or the Guaranty Trust that went up during the early days of 
the war like a rocket and afterwards came down like the stick. There 
was a quotation on the ticker early today for the stock of 3%. Early 
this year the price was 5%. Before the stock was listed in 1916 it sold 
on the curb market at 70%. The high on the stock exchange was made 
that first year at 51%. 

A few days ago, when Standard Oil took over half of Sinclair 
Western pipe line it was stated in this column that Sinclair was in 
need of money, and that with the 7 per cent notes selling in the open 
market at a price offering an income return to the buyer of more 
than 10 per cent new securities could not be sold except at prohibitive 
carrying charge. It appears that since then there has been some good 
buying going on in the Sinclair notes. Those notes, which run until 
May of 19z5, now offer in the neighborhood of 9% per cent, as the 
price has advanced 2 points to around 92. The high price for this 
vear is 97% and the low 88 1-6. 

Federal Sugar Withdrawn. 


Federal Sugar has withdrawn from the market, after helping to 
force prices down to their recent low level. This action on the part 
of the Federal after the Arbuckles started to advance prices indicates 
that higher prices are expected. 

Reading rights to subscribe to the new coal company stock opened 
on the curb at 15, advanced to 20% and then dropped below the open- 
ing price. ‘The stock of the new Reading Coal company opened on the 
curb market around 2 o’clock, the first transaction “when issued” being 
at 36, after which there was a drop to 34%. 

Pennsyivania crude oil started the day by announcing a cut of 50c 
a barrel to $3.75, compared with $5.75 a month ago and $6.10, the high 
for last year.

Crucial Test Seen Impend- 
ing for Lloyd-George 
Ministry. 


. i 
London, February 15.—New poiit- 
ical alignments and the proposal of 
legislative and governmental issues 
of tremendous import to the people 
of Great Britain were foreshadowed 
when parliament re-assembled here 
teday after a recess of seven weeks. 
Gpposition to the Liloyd-George 
ministry, and discontent with many 
of the policies it has pursued in the 
recent past, seemed to have reached 
a climax, and it appeared the sta- 
bility of the cabinet would be giv- 
en its crucial test before the final 
adjournment of the session next 
summer. 

Attacks on the government seem- 
ed certain to center about Ireland, 
the conditions prevailing in that 
island and the plans of the premier 
for the future government of the 
Irish people. Former supporters of 
the coalition government were 
among those who were most bitter 
in their comments on the Irish sit- 
uation, and appeared to be united 
vith the opposition. The domestic 
situation, ceniering about conditions 
of unemployment and high taxes, 
brought new elements to the side of 
those opposing Mr. Lloyd-George, 
while tne policies the premier 
adopted relative to trade with Rus- 
Sia and acceptance of a British man- 
date for Mesopotamia seemingly 
went far toward disintegrating the 
apparently overwhelming majority 
held by the premier in the house of 
commons. 

Collapse Not Forecast. 
Collapse of the Lloyd-George re- 
gime was not forecast, as it was 
loreseen he probably would be able 
to contro] enough voteg in the house 
of commons to carry through ais 
ministry's plans, but it was evident 
that the premier would be called 
upon to fight in his vigorous man- 
ner if he was to come unscathed 
from the struggle.. 

Ceremcnies incident to the open- 
ing of parliament were vested with 
all their pre-war splendor, but the 
pageantry of the day was shot 
through with a sinister note, as 
elaborate precautions had been tak- 
en to protect members of the roy- 
ai famiiy from violence and to pre- 
vent untoward incidents in both 
heuses. Visitors were excluded from 
galleries and lobbies in the house 
of parliament and heavy reinforce- 
ments of guards had been stationed 
at the approaches of Westminster 
and through Whitehall. At strate- 
gic points sharpshooters had been 
Placed to check any attempt at dis- 


order. 

King’s Speech, 
Violence will not solve the Irish 
problem, King George declared in‘ 
his speech from the throne to the

mally opening the sessions. One of 
the outstanding sections of his ad- 
dress referred to Ireland.

Work Eleven Hours, 

A lumber concern of Dooley coun- 
ty, Georgia, reported that it had re- 
duced a 1920 wage of $2.25 to $3 
for laborers to an average of $1.40 
a day. This company said its men 
worked 11 hours, and that none of 
oe had left because of the reduc- 
ion, 

A vowder plant at Brunswick, 
Ga., reported that incoming ship- 
ments over the A., B. & A., had been 
reduced 662-3 per cent in the last 
twenty days, outgoing shipments 
over the same line were reduced 60 
per cent, number of employees of 
the powtler company reduced 70 per 
cont and wages were cut 20 per 
cent.

Tiling concerns and, following a con- 


current order, the opposing parties 
agreed upon a price to be charged 
for the manufactured syrup. 


Amendmnt to Sulit. 


The new chapterwas added when 
the bottlers appeared before Judge 
Morris and asked that the syrup man- 
ufacturing company be enjoined 
from subjecting the bottling com- 
panies to a penalty for refusal] to 
pay miheg ee exOrbitant prices for the 
syrup. t was charged that the big 
corporation had deceived the bot- 
tlers with reference to sugar used 
in the manufacture of the syrup, 
and that the prices agreed upon as 
a result represented a gross infla- 
tion of the cost of the goods. 

The United States court was asked 
for a thorough investigation with 
reference to the actual cost of the 
syrup. It was stated in the plea for 
an injunction that the parties to the 
suit had been unable to reconcile the 
differences that have arisen. 

At the hearing next Monday, It is 
understood that, in addition to the 
attorneys from other cities who will 
appear before Judge Morris, there 
will be several of the leading law- 
yers of Aftfanta in attendance, 

Prayer for ‘Protection” 

The injunction proceedings were

Agreement Reached 

When the original suit was filed 
by the complainants an agreement 
was reached between the litigants 
that the price of the syrup to be 
furnished for the bottled drink 
would be $1.57 a _  galion. . This 
price, it was stated was based upon 
the manufacturing cost of the prod- 
uct, and the agreement setting the 
above price was made a part of the 
record of the case. | 

Under this agreement, it is stated, 
that the manufacturers were re- 
quired to furnish the bottlers actual 
figures showing the cost of making 
the product, these statements being 
issued every 30 days. In the peti- 
tion filed Tuesday the bottlers claim 
that they have not been fully in- 
formed as to the cost of manufac- 
turing the soft drink syrup, set- 
ting forth the additional claim that 
they had not been given the bene- 
fit of a’ decline in the prices of 
sugar, a commodity which plays a 
great part in the manufacture of 
the product. 

It is stated in the petition that 
a heavy decline in sugar prices took 
place last autumn, but that instead 
of a drop in the cost of Coca-Cola 
syrup they had been confronted with 
figures to show that the cost of 
the soft drink had increased to $1.81 
per gallon. This price, the bottlers 
claim, is grossly exorbitant and ex- 
cessive. 

The petition cites many figures 
to show the amount of sugar used 
by the Coca-Cola company, the cost 
of same, and the companies supply- 
ing the sugar. 

Large Supply on Hand. 

The complainants also declare 
that the Coca-Cola company has 
now on hand 21,000 tons of sugar, to 
be consumed, and which are sub- 
ject to loans made by bankers, 
which must be redeemed. 

The petitioners object to being 
charged with such overheads as ad- 
vertising and freight bills for No- 
vember, each item amounting to 
$14,000 or more. 

The parent bottlers employed an 
auditor to go over the books of the 
manufacturing concern, and it is 
stated that as:‘a result of the ex- 
amination of the books by the audl- 
tor for a period of several days 
that it was discovered that the es- 
timated cost of the manufactured 
product by the company, as fur- 
nished in statements to the bottlers, 
was excessive. 

The petition is a lengthy one, 
covering a vast number of figures 
and going into great detail with 
reference to the affairs of the com- 
pany manufacturing the soft drinks.

LAUDED BY TRUE: 


Official Tells House Com- 
mittee Co-operation Ex- 
ists Between 
ments. ° 


Washington, February 15.—Co-op- 
eration between the department of 
agriculture and farm bureau units 
has been possible because these or- 
ganizations place no restrictions on 
membership, Dr. A. C. True, direc- 
tor of the states’ relations service 
of the department, today told the 
house banking and currency com- 
mittee. Dr. True appeared before 
the committee, which is investigat- 
ing some aspects of the activities 
of farm organizations, to reply to 
charges by the national grange and 
other farmers’ organizations that 
the department of ‘agriculture was 
aiding the American Farm Bureau 
Federation. 

Director True denied that the de- 
partment was giving any assistance 
to the American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration as a national organization, 
but asserted through its-demonstra- 
tion and county agents it had work- 
ve with local units of the federa- 
ion. 

The county farm bureau units 
from the viewpoint of the agricul- 
tural department, Director ‘True 
said, were not exclusive, but are 
willing to work ih harmony with 
Other farmers’ organizations and | 
ment the desires of tarmers who 
object to the secret provisions of 
the national grange and the Na- 
tlonal Farmers’ union. 

Organizations of a general char- 
acter such as the farm bureau lo- 
cals, Mr. True testified, were a val- 
uable aid to the county agents in 
their extension work. Frequently, 
he added, the farm bureaus contrib- 
uted to the support of the county 
agents who are selected by the 
state agricultural colleges gubject 
to the approval of the federal au- 
thorities.

Washington, February 15.—(Spe- 
cial.) —George V. Newton, deputy
